Such statements as 
these were heard by many as the clos- 
ing moments of the great Forty-first 
Annual Assembly drew nigh. Surely 
God was with us during this holy con- 
vocation and it was truly “a feast of 
fat things.”

gh School in Birmingham, Ala. The 
group composing the Bishops’ Council 
was the largest ever to attend an As- 
sembly, there being at least one thou- 
sand ministers present during the ses- 
sions. Not only was the number of 
ministers present noteworthy, but the 
spirit that prevailed was indeed great. 
Several knotty problems did arise for 
our consideration but with the help of 
the ever-present Spirit and the coop- 
eration of a splendid group of conse- 
crated men, we were able to traverse 
the torturous path with only a mini- 
mum of pain. A word of commenda- 
tion should here be extended to our 
General Overseer, who proved him- 
self an able moderator as well as an 
impartial soul during the _ entire 
Bishops’ Council. 

We do not have the space here to 
tell you of the measures passed by 
the Assembly, but are forced to say 
that all of them were progressive and 
will serve to speed the progress and 
spirituality of the Church of God. 

Immediately following the close of 

e Bishops’ Council on Monday night, 
every one began to wonder just what 
the Lord had in store for us during the 
Youth Congress, which was to begin 
Tuesday morning. The cause of this 
expectancy was largely due to the fact 
that this was our First National Youth 
Congress. Yes, it was a long time in 
coming, but thank God for its arrival! 

The Youth Committee worked long 
and hard to make this Congress a suc 
cess, and a success it was! It was won- 
derful to see the large numbers 
throughout the huge auditorium at- 
tending the various study group sec- 
tions. This is mentioned, first, because 
we think it a very important innova- 
tion. These study groups met each 
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morning during the two days, and dis- 
cussed such vital things as “Youth 
and Education,” “Youth and Evan- 
gelism,” “Youth and Missions,” “Youth 
and Music,” and also “The Work of 
Vacation Bible Schools.” We are cer- 
tain to hear much from these meet- 
ings and heaven alone will reveal the 
amount of knowledge gleaned from 
these impromptu meetings. Numbers 
of our young ministers took part and 
had charge of this great Congress, 
and it is indeed heartening to know 
that we have such a fine group of tal- 
ented and spiritual men and women 
to carry on the work of the Church 
of God. Since we cannot mention all 
who took part in the services, we will 
not mention any. However, we feel 
constrained to say that all who took 
part in the First National Youth Con- 
gress did an excellent job. 

Brother Ralph Williams, our splen- 
did new National Youth Director, will 
more than likely give to you a more 
detailed and personalized account of 
the doings at the Congress. 

The General Assembly was called to 
order by our General Overseer on 
Thursday morning. Words of welcome 
were extended to the Assembly by va- 
rious governmental and church heads 
of Birmingham. We appreciated the 
nice things they had to say about us; 
also the hearty invitation to have our 
next General Assembly in Birming- 
ham, which will convene in 1948. 

The annual address of our General 
Overseer was the first thing of busi- 
ness and we sat entranced as we 
heard him recount the marvelous 
growth of the Church, especially this 
last day’s Church that has come into 
being under the watering of the latter 
rain. Great strides have been made 
this year. As a matter of fact, this, 
no doubt, has been the greatest year 
in the history of the Church of God: 
A gain of approximately fourteen 
thousand members, giving us a total 
membership of nearly one hundred 
sixteen thousand; a property value 
increase of several millions, bringing 
our total assessed property valuation 
to nearly fifteen million dollars. Thank 
God for what He is enabling us to do. 
Every one who heard this great an-

nual message felt a thrill in his 
soul and felt like his labor of love 
had not been in vain. Yes, it does pay 
to preach holiness! 

During the course of the Assembly, 
time was given to honor our departed 
ministers, who, like those fallen on 
the field of battle, have gone on to 
their reward. F. R. Harrawood and 
U. D. Tidwell were in charge of this 
service. A special service was also held 
in honor of our aged ministers, this 
program being in charge of E. O. 
Kerce. We were especially honored to 
have present for this service Rev. and 
Mrs. W. F. Bryant, in whose home the 
Church of God was organized. 

Attention was also given to our edu- 
cational responsibility and E. L. Sim- 
mons, President of our Bible Training 
School and College, did well in pre- 
senting to the Assembly this great 
work. A large group of our orphan 
boys and girls was present for the 
Saturday afternoon service, and they 
were responsible for a most effective 
service. 

No phase of our Church’s work was 
left untouched. A great mission rally 
took place Saturday night, in which 
all of the assembled missionaries took 
part. We do thank God for the mission 
vision we now have, and feel that 
when we next meet the report will 
be even greater. This great mission 
service was in charge of M. P. Cross 
and P. H. Walker. 

The L.W.W.B. had a very interesting 
program under the direction of Sister 
Dixie Chambers. This program was 
high-lighted by a bit of dialogue that 
was really enjoyable as well as help- 
ful. 

A report concerning our colored 
work was given by W. L. Ford. A re- 
port of the Publishing House was 
given by E. C. Clark, Business Man- 
ager. These and other reports were 
encouraging and only speak of the 
great program of the Church. 

In closing, we would like to mention 
the fact that we had a number of 
wonderful messages. Rev. G. H. Mont- 
gomery, of the Pentecostal Holiness 
Church, spoke for us on Friday night

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Treasure Hunting for Wisdom and Knowledge 


A Discourse on the Gifts of Wisdom and Knowledge 


“In whom are hid all the treasures 
of wisdom and knowledge,” Col. 2:3. 


For years the writer has taught and 
preached on the gifts of the Spirit, in- 
cluding those of wisdom and knowl- 
edge, in pastorates, evangelism, and 
in camp meetings and conventions. 
From time to time I have written ar- 
ticles on these gifts. That is, all of 
them but wisdom and knowledge. I 
have never written on the gifts of wis- 
dom and knowledge (though I have 
longed to do so simply because I nev- 
er felt that I had sufficient wisdom 
or knowledge to write concerning 
them. 

How I wish that I could sit down 
right now with all of you brethren and 
good women of the Church, who read 
this article, both ministers and lay- 
men, and have a round-table discus- 
sion of it all. And perhaps, after all, 
here is the beginning of wisdom, for 
he that will not be taught cannot 
learn. He who knows all cannot be 
taught, but he who knows that 
he knows but little can learn from the 
least among us. 1 Cor. 8:2, “And if 
any man think that he knoweth any- 
thing, he knoweth nothing yet as he 
ought to know.” So now, as I collect 
my notes jotted down through the 
years, on envelopes, scraps of paper, 
at the foot of sermon notes, and in my 
Bible,.and try to formulate them into 
something resembling order, resem- 
bling wisdom and knowledge, if you 
please, I find that I am like a plane 
pilot dropped down without a com- 
pass in an endless sea. So vast and 
impenetrable is my subject that I 
know not in which direction to begin 
to swim. I find that through the years 
I have wandered happily through a 
great and interminable orchard of 
luscious red apples, and that I have 
only picked an extra red one here and 
there from among the thousands. And 
how to formulate it all together with- 
out leaving out millions of other ap- 
ples just as rich, I know not. 

So for weeks I have studied and 
prayed, seeking knowledge and ask- 
ing God for wisdom. And methinks 
I have found a little of both. Knowl- 
edge has taught me that only God can 
handle a.subject as big as God, that 
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is, in fact, very God Himself. And 
wisdom has shown me that we are 
but men. Men, it is true, to whom God 
has promised wisdom and knowledge, 
to those of us who will seek her; but, 
like the man in the orchard, we can’t 
possibly use all of the apples. So let 
me ask God for that I most need and 
can put to use. 


So vast and deep and unsearchable 
and glorious are the teachings of the 
Word on the subject that I find I am 
dealing with very Christ Himself. His 
being, His heart, His mind, His char- 
acter, His knowledge and His wisdom. 
I find that wisdom and knowledge are 
more than an attribute of God. It is 
God. For as, “In the beginning was 
the Word, and the Word was with God, 
and the Word was God. And the Word 
was made flesh, and dwelt among us, 
(and we beheld his glory, the glory as 
of the only begotten of the Father), 
full of grace and truth,” John 1:1, 14; 
so also is wisdom and knowledge. For 
Wisdom and Knowledge speak, and 
this is what they say: Prov. 8:12, 14, 
23-32, “I wisdom dwell with prudence, 
... Counsel is mine, and sound wisdom: 
I am understanding; I have strength. 
The Lord possessed me in the begin- 
ning of his way, before his works of 
old. I was set up from everlasting, 
from the beginning, or ever the earth 
was. When there were no depths, I 
was brought forth; when there were 
no fountains abounding with water. 
Before the mountains were settled, 
before the hills was I brought forth: 
While as yet he had not made the 
earth, nor the fields, nor the highest 
part of the dust of the world. When he 
prepared the heavens, I was there: 
when he set a compass upon the face 
of the depth: when he established the 
clouds above: when he strengthened 
the fountains of the deep: When he 
gave to the sea his decree, that the wa- 
ters should not pass his command- 
ment: when he appointed the founda- 
tions of the earth: Then I WAS BY 
HIM. AS ONE BROUGHT UP WITH 
HIM AND I WAS HIS DELIGHT, RE- 
JOICING ALWAYS BEFORE HIM; 
Now therefore hearken unto me, O ye 
children: for blessed are they that 
keep my ways.” This is more than an

eloquent description of a characteris- 
tic of Christ. This is very Christ, glo- 
riously and eloquently painted before 
our eyes. Yes, HE IS wisdom and 
knowledge! 

So, when we go “treasure hunting” 
for wisdom and knowledge, if we be 
wise prospectors, we will first search 
for the fabulous mountain of solid 
gold, which is the Christ, and His Holy 
Word, the Bible. For our text states, 


“In whom are hid all the treasures ®) 


wisdom and knowledge.” So then o 

first step in our search for wisdom and 
knowledge is to find Christ. And hav- 
ing found Him, we have found the 
Fountain. To possess Christ is to pos- 
sess wisdom and knowledge. When 
we found Him, a great new light burst 
forth in our soul. A whole new world 
filled with glory and delight spread 
out before us, and a road was there, a 
lighted highway that leads unto life 
eternal. Perhaps we cannot say how 
we know, but we know! We know we 
are saved. We know that our Redeem- 
er liveth. We know there is a heaven 
to be gained and a hell to be avoided. 
We know that He has gone to prepare 
a place for us. We know that some day 
we shall be like Him, for we shall see 
Him as He is. We know that we can 
now attain to all of those beautiful 
planes of purity and holiness for the 
which our sin-burdened souls longed, 
but which seemed so unattainable— 
for we have found Him! And in HIM 
are ALL the treasures of wisdom and 
knowledge hid!

The first service of our National 
Youth Congress was opened Tuesday, 
August 27, at 8:30 a. m., with Ralph E.

The official opening was given by 
the Rev. J. C. Jernigan, General Over- 
seer of the Church of God. In his ad- 
dress he said, “I feel highly honored 
to be called upon by the youth of the 
Church to open their first National 
Youth Congress. This is a great under- 
taking, the first of its kind, and some- 
thing that I feel is going to grow larg- 
er and larger as the years go by. The 
National Youth Committee has worked 
hard to make the Congress a success. 
I hope this First Congress will be 
something to remember for years, and 
that the next will be better and big- 
ger. 

Following the address, a program, 
“Who’s Who Among Us,” was given. 
Each youth director of his respective 
state walked up on the platform, gave 
his name, where he was _ from, 
and had each delegate from that state 
to stand. After this, was a joint con- 
ference, a sort of get-together meet- 

g, by state youth directors. Then, 

e great service was closed by a mu- 
sical number, after which each one 
went to his respective study group. 

The 10:45 service was opened with 
Paul Stallings of Washington, D. C., 
in charge. The young soloist from 
Kannapolis, N. C., Bobby Bost, sang, 
causing many souls to be blessed. 

The main event of this service was 
the great sermon preached by the Rev. 
R. O. Corvin, Secretary of the Pente- 
costal Holiness Board of Education. 
He gave an illustration of two people 
looking at each other, one with a mole 
on his lip and another with a wart 
on his chin. His idea was that if kin- 
dred Pentecostal bodies could get a 
complete picture of each other’s good 
points, instead of the flaws, we could 
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then work together in harmony. He 
emphasized the importance of the 
uniting of all evangelical forces to go 
along together in spreading the gospel 
of Christ and overcome the evil of this 
world. 


Tuesday Afternoon and Evening 

An enthusiastic crowd of more than 
two thousand young persons gathered 
for the outdoor “Youth and Missions” 
rally—the first service of this type ever 
to be held in the famous Woodrow 
Wilson Park facing the Municipal Au- 
ditorium. In charge of the meeting 
was Robert Johnson, of Winter Haven, 
Florida. To say this meeting was just 
wonderful would be putting it mildly. 
High spots were testimonials by repre- 
sentatives from Africa, Hawaii, Puerto 
Rico, and Guatemala. 

The key address of the afternoon 
was given by- Carl Hughes, overseer 
of the West Indies and Bermuda. He 
stated that education and a working 
knowledge of the language and cus- 
toms of the respective countries to 
which the prospective missionary as- 
pired were necessary attributes, but 
above all, he said, “The main quality 
of a good missionary is to be filled 
with the Spirit of God.” Songs were 
sung in the native Samoan language, 
and Elder Barrett, head of the De- 
partment of Music, our Bible School 
in Jamaica, rendered a vocal solo. Fol- 
lowing the appeal for volunteers as 
future missionaries, approximately 
twenty-five young men and women 
stepped forward to pledge their lives 
to the preaching of the gospel in for- 
eign fields. Over a hundred hands were 
raised in the same pledge by others 
who could not reach the stand. 

The evening service was just one 
good thing after another. Climaxing 
the program was the speaker of the 
service, Leonard Carroll, of Greer, 
S. C., whose sermon was instructive 
and powerful. He declared that noth- 
ing would save men from sin except 
the sincere preaching of the gospel. 
Delegates from the United States and 
twenty-one foreign nations were pres- 
ent. “The way to overcome the great 
decrease in the nominal church at- 
tendance today,” the speaker said, “is 
to return to old time Pentecost.” Lewis 
Willis ably directed this service.

Wednesday Morning 

The services opened with Murvin 
McLuhan, Moose Jaw, Canada, in 
charge. Rev. Piper was at the piano. 
After several great choruses in which 
all the vast congregation joined, a trio 
was rendered by Dot and Ruth Wil- 
liams, and Sue Johnson. Glenn Petty- 
john, Canada, then led an inspiring 
testimony service, interspersed with 
snappy little choruses, and Bobby 
Bost of Kannapolis, N. C., sang one 
of those lovely vocal solos, entitled, 
“How Can I Help But Love Him?” 
Robert Johnson then read for a scrip- 
ture text Psalm 33, and commented 
briefly upon it, after which was a con- 
cert prayer, and the song “Love Lifted 
Me” re-echoed throughout the build- 
ing as the audience and choir joined 
in. The meeting was dismissed as the 
various study groups appointed went 
to their respective places of study. 

The eleven o’clock service was di- 
rected by Raymond Morse, Birming- 
haf, Ala. As an introduction, he stat- 
ed that he had not given up his salva- 
tion for the world and its attractions, 
but that rather he had given up the 
world for his salvation, and what a 
wonderful exchange! Shouts of ap- 
proval told that the Congress dele- 
gates agreed with him. There was a 
splendid devotional service following. 
Mary Elsie Blackwood and Hal Green 
sang “Jesus, Wonderful Lord!” and 
Fatie Atkinson sang, “No One Ever 
Cared for Me Like Jesus.” This was 
followed by a choral selection, and a 
solo by Lucille Rickles. “J Wouldn’t 
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Trade Places With You.” The Execu- 
tive Mission Secretary, Rev. M. P. 
Cross, then made many remarks, one 
being that he was the first to sug- 
gest to the Bishops’ Council the or- 
ganization of a youth department in 
the Church. Then came the special 
sermon by Rev. J. L. McCoy. Brother 
McCoy’s message was packed full of 
good inspiration and common sense. 
Some of his prominent thoughts were: 
To prevent moral decay, the Chris- 
tians’ minds must be stirred up. He 
declared that Pentecost was born in 
a stir, and that to survive it must be 
kept in a stir. It is the purpose of 
evangelism to keep alive that stir. 
Alexander the Great once told a crim- 
inal brought before him, who was also 
named Alexander, to either change his 
ways or his name. If we bear the name 
of Christ, let us keep ourselves free 
from guilt and shame. A man drifting 
toward the falls was once saved by 
people gathering on a bridge on the 
way and letting down ropes to him. 
A personal evangelist must have a 
rope to let down. 
Wednesday Afternoon 

Service opened with instrumental 
music, “Sweet Hour of Prayer” and 
“Firing Line.” 

This entire service was given over to 
an enthusiastic business meeting, over 
which the National Youth Committee 
Chairman, E. L. Simmons, presided.

“The Meeting in the Air,” with Harry 
Kutz and Alphus LeFevre giving 
plenty of good accompaniment. After

Wool 
is white and soft. 

Sometimes saints of God leave their 
first love, the old paths, and go seek- 
ing a new invention, while God in- 
tended all the while for His children 
to stay on the old p&ths. Our nation 
is a people laden with iniquity and 
evil. We have forsaken the Lord and 
have provoked Him, the Holy One, to

rom His blessed fold and side so far 
till He can no longer stretch out His 
hand and use us for His precious glory. 
We would do well to remember our 
text, for only Jesus’ blood, God’s Son, 
can save the vilest sinner and make 
him clean. We are a stiff-necked peo- 
ple seeking our own way instead of 
letting our God lead us to that pre- 


cious fountain of blood that flows from 
His side for -cleansing and making 
us clean and as white as snow and 
soft like wool, for when His blood 
washes clean and white, then our 
hearts are soft and we can love our 
neighbor, our fellow man, and our 
enemies. 

This reminds me of the time when 
I was but a child. The folks that 
reared me had a large flock of sheep 
and every year these sheep had to be 
sheared in the spring. We would 
shear them and turn them into the 
field and as their wool would grow 
the burrows and needles and weed 
seeds would grow, and every time the 
sheep would pass by these, seeds and 
needles and burrows would collect in 
the wool till it would become so mat- 
ted it would just look like we never 
would do anything with it. Then we 
would select about four of the best 
looking fleece for our own use, and we 


would pick these burrows and needles 
out. I have picked for weeks on one 
fleece, till my fingers would actually 
be sore, and we would sell the rest in 
the burrows. We would get four tubs 
of good, warm soapy water and wash 
the fleece, then we would rinse it in 
light suds and spread it out to dry. 
After it had thoroughly dried, we 
would pick that wool again and then 
it would be white and clean and soft. 

After we have run out in the world 
of sin until we have collected all these 
burrows and weed seeds and needles of 
sin, and wallowed in the dirt, our souls 
and hearts are so much more filthy in 
God’s sight than this wool. But after 
Jesus picks and pulls at our hearts, 
picking the burrows and needles out, 
saving us from a world of sin, then 
He is ready to sanctify and fill us 
with the Holy Ghost. Then, and only 
then, can we compare our hearts to 
that wool.

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Afflictions Serve a Divine Purpose 


Text: 2 Cor. 4:17, “For our light af- 
fliction, which is but for a moment, 
worketh for us a far more exceeding 
and eternal weight of glory.” 


Esteeming his own afflictions to be 
trifles, and speaking sincerely from an 
experience ripened by privations and 
suffering, the apostle Paul placed be- 
fore the Church of God at Corinth a 
challenge so terse and convincing 
that members of it could not do other 
than heed his admonitions. 

Because Paul used the word “our,” 
we know he included all the professed 
followers of Christ. No effort was 
made to set himself up as a divinity 
above other members of the flock. He 
offered those who thought they had 
“too heavy a load to bear” a counter- 
balance. It worked miraculously in his 
own life—why not in others? It would, 
if they had simple faith to apply the 
principle which he enunciated. The 
Burden-bearer will always take His 
place energetically in the life of one 
who seeks to make Him supreme— 
without negation or murmuring. 

When we ponder the experience of 
the great Apostle, it appears that af- 
flictions served not only providential 
purposes in moulding his personal 
character, but contributed to a re- 
markable degree in shaping the course 
of the Church. Not only in apostolic 
days, but in all periods of church his- 
tory there has grown out of heroic, 
uncomplaining suffering, a renais- 
sance; either limited or general be- 
lievers of every epoch, who witness 
the highest type of Christian forti- 
tude in times of trial, are led to seek 
afresh the comfort and spiritual pow- 
er of primitive faith. 

EXAMPLES OF LIGHT 
SUFFERINGS 

It is natural to argue that Paul’s 
afflictions were heavy. With him, per- 
secution was perpetual. He was stoned 
and left for dead, imprisoned under 
sentence of death, flogged, beaten, 
tortured, twice shipwrecked, detained 
in Rome as a malefactor, his life 
sought over a long period and at di- 
verse times, yet he was guiltless of 
evil! These formed but a small part 
of his “light afflictions.” 

Few Christians who have tasted the 
love of God, deliberately choose to pull 
the window shades of the soul to keep

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out the bright light that streams from 
the cross of Calvary. They seek rather 
to maintain a standard of patience 
and fortitude in time of trial. The 
standard one plants in his own mind 
must be held as high as the Word, 
synonymous with it, or the effort to 
live out a victorious life will prove 
fruitless. It is possible to devise and 
follow a code of conduct that is ideal, 
ethical, cultured and attractive, and 
yet when some shattering blow de- 
scends, or adversity sweeps ruthlessly, 
or the tongue of scandal frosts our 
helpfulness, only the spiritual stal- 
warts rejoice and manifest exceeding 
gladness. Matt. 5:12. Not every Chris- 
tian stops praying when he is in trou- 
ble, and the natural of his peaceful 
life becomes inverted. He prays more, 
perhaps. His plea is possibly punctu- 
ated with lamentations. “Please, dear 
God, remove these heavy burdens. 
What have I done to merit this awful 
suffering? Bring something dreadful 
against them—punish my tormentors. 
You see what they are doing! These 
burdens are too heavy to bear.” 

The unhappy sufferer recoils from 
his loss, and forfeits the choicest of 
God’s intimate blessings. He begins 
and ends prayer at the defeatist’s 
altar. God seems not to hear, yet He 
knows all about it. 

The triumphant Christian pleads 
not for commiseration; but rather 
trusts the Great Burden-bearer to in- 
terview, not to remove but to bear 
the heavy end with a comradeship 
that has a glorious significance. 


VICTORS ENJOY GOD’S 
STANDARD 

Why let the enemy cheat you out 
of your inheritance? 1 Peter 1:4. The 
cross does not mean just giving up 
sins, and selves and others. The cross 
goes deeper than that. It is an im- 
placable, death-dealing agent; it may 
wait on you, but will never compromise 
with you. When the time comes that 
you wish victory more than life, and 
you want all pettishness, self-pity, 
murmuring, ill will, strife, and  be- 
moaning the decrees of fate, killed 
out, and the whole nest of bewildering 
Adamic tempers to go with them, the 


cross (the real cross, not the wooden S | 


one) will take care of your offering, 
provided it is complete. Heb. 13:12. 

In the atonement, Christ becomes 
the believer’s substitute. He is both 
Sin-bearer and Burden-bearer. The 
blow that is aimed against the Chris- 
tian, first hits the cross. 

With Paul, there was no cringing 
in the presence of opposition, no dis- 
may, no expressién of fear or chagrin. 
Rather, “Therefore I take pleasure in 
infirmities, in reproaches, in necessi- 
ties, in persecutions, in distresses for 
Christ’s sake: for when I am weak 
then am I strong,” 2 Cor. 12:10. 

It- cannot be presumed that there 
was some secret in the life of Paul, 
something special revealed to him 
that God would make known to no 
one else. That would be quite con- 
trary to the purpose of salvation, like 
holding out tempting foods to a starv- 
ing man, yet withholding. The Apostle 
indicated in Gal. 1:15,16, that it 
pleased God to reveal His Son in Him, 
and this indwelling presence was to 
be a rich inheritance for all the mem- 
bers of Christ’s body. Col. 1:25, 26. 

What would prompt Paul.to claim 
that his afflictions were light, a bless- 
ing which all other believers might 
share? Did they actually seem light 
to Paul? I know the queries that 
filter into the minds of believers seek- 
ing full victory, for they have told me, 
and such marked doubts rest in them 
like specters. Was this mighty man 
of faith, after all, merely playing on 
words in order to dramatize his heroic 


qualities? or was he assuming a trv 


tyr’s role to spur his followers to striv 
for an experience he knew they could 
never hope to enjoy? Might as well 
accuse him of stealing the offering 
for the poor saints at Jerusalem, keep- 
ing the larger share himself. If the 
Apostle merely acted a part, or even 
overdrew the picture of this admi- 
rable acquisition of grace, it may be 
concluded that carnality triumphed 
over truth, and Jesus Christ was cor- 
respondingly put to an open shame. 
There was no humbug about Paul’s 
writings. 
AN OPEN SECRET 

Jesus indicated in the Gospels that 
He was making known the age-long 
secrets and mysteries of heaven. He 
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was the Personification of Truth, the 
Messenger of God, the Herald of a new 
spiritual order, the Emancipator of 
mankind, the Creator of new life, and 
finally the Advocate on high and 
coming King of glory. Nothing was 
to be hidden about the plan of salva- 
tion. It was to be proclaimed inces- 
santly. The wise (with the wisdom 
of babes and sucklings) would under- 
stand, but the wise (with the world’s 
wisdom and prudence) would find it 
baffling. The secret would not take 
tangible form for the latter group. 

Paul knew that open secret. He 
believed all other true followers: of 
Christ fathomed its meanings and en- 
joyed its comforts. He had learned 
how to interpret the divine formula, 
to render the heaviest affliction a ve- 

icle of blessing so rich and glorious 
hat he needed but to open his mouth 
for paeans of praise and adoration 
to burst from his lips, no matter that 
heavy manacles shackled his hands 
and feet. ; 

If the Apostle possessed some un- 
usual and mysterious power which im- 
munized him from pain, it could not 
operate more effectually than to swing 
our opening text down the corridors 
of the centuries as a cardinal index of 
individual fitness (John 17), serving 
at the same time as a basis of fellow- 
ship for all saints who are called upon 
to endure persecution. It is a sad 
commentary on the status of current 
Christianity when preachers hold back 
from their congregations truths that 
confirm this high standard of spirit- 
uality and freedom. 

If today, Paul came to your home 
or church, he would want to share 
with you this mystery. It would be 
his desire to make effective the open 
secret by showing you the way to re- 


eartaches and the smarting blows of 
adversity. He would give instructions 
on the art of keeping Calvary be- 
tween you and your persecutors. 
DEEPER DEATH VERSUS 
COMPLETE DEATH 
If my reader will take the pains to 
study carefully Romans 6:1-6, it will 
help to focus the truth that pene- 
trates to the very core of the heart. 


@:: from weights, grinding cares, 


* In the process and operations of divine 


grace, there can be no half-way or 
abortive measures on God’s part. The 
process must be step by step, just as 
the Holy Ghost has dictated. 

Success depends on following the 
process outlined in the Word, as no 
provision has been made in the atone- 
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ment for a substitute operation. It is 
the Spirit that re-creates life accord- 
Ing to God’s provisions, and no other 
measure can possibly meet the re- 
quirements. The picture is framed 
and hangs conspicuously—Jesus on 
the cross, His death, resurrection, 
ascension and glorification. These are 
the prescribed steps to complete vic- 
tory. They must be prototyped in 
your personal experience with vivid 
certainty. 

Do not ask how, nor when. Yield- 
ing to the death is the fine point in 
the surrender. There may be savage 
pain involved in really giving up all 
and dying to the things of this world. 
But it is the good old-fashioned way 
of the cross. It must be gone through 
personally and without help or con- 
solation from any one. The process 
will terminate much quicker when 
you subscribe to it with eagerness 
and resignation. 

Consider carefully the steps in the 
Scriptures cited. They comprise God’s 
foreordained plan for every soul. 
Jesus traveled that way in physical 
reality to prefigure it. Complete death 
brings it to pass. The Greek for 
“death” is “katargeo,” meaning a cut- 
ting off of the old man or Adamic 
nature, that we may automatically 
cease living in evil. Romans 6:7. It 
is upon the fact of death’s being com- 
pleted that one has power to rise into 
newness of life and so live that 
heavy burdens seem light. 

I know many gospel ministers who 
do not welcome the presentation of 
these truths. If they undertake the 
discussion of such things at all, liberal 
preachers construe them differently 
than the actual text, and while I am 
not prepared to limit God’s tolerance, 
I do know that there can be no re- 
vival of primitive power where these 
soul-liberating truths are negated. 

Everywhere is dry, thirsty, parched 
ground. If we, as a body of believers, 
ministers, and laity, meet the primary 
conditions, we may, with certainty, 
bring floods of salvation to seeking 
souls. 

We shall then help people to find 
the “old paths” and to enjoy rest, 
according to Jer. 6:16. Not that they 
may expect never to be tempted again, 
but through the victory of Calvary, 
will, “in the hottest fire,” remain 
poised, thus vindicating the truth of 
the claim made by the Apostle in 
1 Cor. 4:11-13. They will not regard 
themselves as particularly unfortu- 
nate, or visited with special calamities, 


or the object of divine vengeance, but 
knowing that their affliction is “light,” 
they will glory in tribulation (Rom. 
5:3), realizing that the trial of their 
faith, as “being much more precious 
than of gold that perisheth, though 
it be tried with fire, might be found 
unto praise and honor and glory at 
the appearing of Jesus Christ.” 

It is a significant fact, in this hour 
of darkness, that a world-wide chain 
of prayer has been formed to petition 
God for a primitive revival, designed 
to bring down power for sustaining be- 
lievers in readiness for the second 
coming of Christ, as well as forming a 
bulwark against the insidious inroads 
of antichrist. 

No doubt, the Holy Ghost will be 
pleased to release a bow of super- 
natural power through these channels, 
but let us not level our prayers in- 
sistently on what we should receive 
from heaven, to the neglect of what 
we should eliminate from our lives on 
earth—the thin-spun tendrils that 
link us to careers of defeat in matters 
pertaining to spiritual life. Paul could 
do it with grace and comfort, with- 
out shameful excuses. We have suf- 
fered nothing compared to him! 

In closing, let us survey this prob- 
lem. Mathematically—Jesus died not 
to make one standard for Paul and 
another for us. We are in a waning 
age, a desperately dangerous one, so 
far as spiritual life is concerned. Pray 
for subtraction, the cutting off and 
reducing “to nonentity our fears, 
doubts, self-pity, murmuring, fault- 
finding and thinking of ourselves as 
failure in time of suffering and per- 
secution. We shall then need to pray 
little for things to be added, for God, 
according to promise, will open the 
windows of heaven and pour out bless- 
ings difficult to contain.

precious than rubies: and all the 
things thou canst desire are not to be 
compared unto her.” Perhaps then, 
we might ask, what is that in thy 
hand? Possibly in gathering some of 
those precious “things thou canst de- 
sire,” you have been gathering wis- 
dom and knowledge without being 
aware of it. We will do what we can to 
help you in the following outline. It 
will be only an outline, for I am like 
the little boy in the farmer’s water- 
melon patch. Taking a short cut 
through a many-acred corn field, he 
burst suddenly into an opening in its 
center, and found the farmer’s hid- 
den watermelon patch. So _ over- 
whelmed was he by its vastness; large, 
green melons all around him, and his 
aloneness—a million melons and him 
all alone in their midst, completely 
surrounded and hidden by acres of 
corn—that he only sat and stared in 
rapturous awe. Finally, instead of 
choosing a nice’ melon and feasting 
upon it, he wandered aimlessly 
through the patch, in a rapturous 
bliss of watermelon juice and grimmy 
hands, breaking a melon now and 
then, and munching on the heart of 
it, while his eyes wandered over the 
field in search of a still larger one. We 
shall only be able to take care of a 
few of the hearts of God’s great field 
of knowledge and wisdom. We will 
have to leave the greater part un- 

touched. 
What Are the Gifts of the Word of Wisdom 
and the Word of Knowledge? 

We first note that these are the 
only two of the nine gifts of the 
Spirit named in 1 Cor. 12:8-11, 
with which is used the expression 
“the word of——.” “For to one 
is given by the Spirit the WORD of 
Wisdom; to another the WORD of 
knowledge by the same Spirit,” V. 8. 
This is because God IS Wisdom and 
Knowledge and because the Word 
IS God. “In the beginning was the 
Word, and the Word was with God, 
and the Word was God,” John 1:1. 
Isa. 11:2, “And the Spirit of the Lord 
shall rest upon him, the Spirit of wis- 
dom and understanding .. . the Spirit 
of Knowledge and of the fear of the 
Lord.” Isaiah 40:13, 14, “Who hath 
directed the Spirit of the Lord, or be- 
ing his counsellor hath taught him? 
With whom took he council, and who 
instructed him, and taught him in the 
path of judgment, and taught him 
knowledge, and shewed to him the

way of understanding?” And the an- 
swer is, “No one.” For he IS the Word 
of wisdom and the Word of knowl- 
edge. 

I. THE WORD OF KNOWLEDGE. 
Since we are dealing strictly in spir- 
itual realms, we find three spirits with 
which to deal—the Spirit of God, the 
spirit of man, and the spirit of Sa- 
tan. The Word of knowledge is know- 
ing God; the Word of God, the works 
of God and the ways of God, which 
means the Spirit of God and His deal- 
ings with the spirits of man and of 
Satan, as revealed to us by His Word 
and by His Spirit. 

1. The Word of God. Matt. 7:24. 
“Therefore whosoever heareth these 
sayings of mine, and doeth them, I 
will liken him unto a wise man, which 
built his house upon a rock.” Deut. 
4:5, 6, “Behold, I have taught you stat- 
utes and judgments, . . . keep there- 
fore and do them; for this is your wis- 
dom and your understanding...” To 
know the Word means to know it 
through the eyes of the Spirit of God. 
Many unsaved men know the Bible, 
but it is only through the blinded 
eyes of the unsaved. He has neither 
the knowledge, the wisdom, nor the 
power of the Word of God without he 
first have the Spirit of God within 
him. 

You may say that you know these 
woods. But do you? Perhaps you have 
passed through them many times, and 
can find your way in the darkest 
night. But do you know the names of 
the trees and the plants and the 
ferns and the flowers, and the birds 
and the butterflies. Have you read the 
heart of the forest and its loves and 
sorrows through interpreting its many 
tiny voices. Have you learned the ways 
of its animal folk, by studying their 
tracks, their homes, and their love 
affairs? Until you can read the forest 
through the eyes of the trained woods- 
man, you do not know the forest. And 
until you have searched the Bible 
through the eyes of Him who knows 
the Bible, the Spirit of God that dwell- 
eth with you, you do not know the 
Bible. 

2. The Works of God. It is 
only through the WORD that we learn 
to really know the works of God. The 
unsaved man looks upon the marvels 
of creation and wonders, and the 
scientist devises all manner of imagi- 
native means to try to account for its 
existence and actions without ac- 
knowledging God. But by the WORD 
of knowledge we know the marvelous 
works of God. For His Word gives the 


most eloquent and exacting descrip- 
tion of creation, of God’s dealings 
with man and with Satan, the great 
enemy of man. 

From the Word of God man learns 
that, “in the beginning GOD created 
the heavens and the earth.” He learns 
that, “God created man in his own 
image, in the image of God created he 
him; male and female created he 
them.” This, in a sentence, destroys 
the Darwinistic theories of creation 
which are being taught to millions of 
our young by atheistic teachers, who, 
in the wisdom of man, are destroying 
all wisdom by taking away man’s faith 
in Him who IS wisdom, even God. 

He learns how man became a lost 
creature, living in natural enmity 
against God, and how God, through 
rightful inheritance of eternal life an 
His Son Jesus, restores man to hi 
peace. He learns that man’s great en- 
emy is not his fellow man, with his 
selfish and ambitious greed, but that 
behind man’s actions moves his real 
enemy, Satan. And he learns God’s 
ways of dealing with this archenemy, 
and delivering man from his destruc- 
tive clutches. 

The heathen African, unwinding 
the meager thread of his simple exist- 
ence, knows nothing of civilized man 
until he becomes acquainted with the 
civilized. Yet, he may be considered a 
great and a wise man yonder, deep in 
his primeval forest home. And man- 
kind, with all of his earthly knowledge 
and wisdom, knows nothing of the 
works of God until he becomes ac- 
quainted with God through His Son, 
Christ Jesus. 1 Cor. 2:7-10, “We speak 
the wisdom of.God in a mystery, even 
the hidden wisdom, which God or- 
dained before the world unto our 
glory: which none of the princes of 
this world knew: for had they known 
it, they would not have crucified th 
Lord of glory. But as it is writte 
Eye hath not seen, nor ear heard, nei- 
ther hath entered into the heart of 
man, the things that God hath pre- 
pared for them that love Him. But 
God hath revealed them to us by His 
Spirit: for the Spirit searcheth all 
things, yea, the deep things of God.” 
Yes, man may know the WORKS of 
God if he will but turn to the SON of 
God.
